After the roll was taken, Chairman Liotta announced the presence of a quorum. The
meeting was called to order at approximately 1:30 p.m.

session to approve or disapprove the rules. The permanent rules will become
effective ten (10) calendar days after publication in The Oklahoma Register.

Commission Appellate Counsel, Lindsey Christopher was recognized to report
and make a recommendation. She responded to questions of the Commissioners
and recommended adoption of the rules as modified. The proposed rule changes
were presented for action by the Commission.

Motion: Commissioner Tilly moved to adopt the proposed changes to the
Commission’s permanent rules as modified, with correction of a scrivener’s error
in Rule 810:10-5-66(€).
